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admittedly somewhat defective. Although I believe all the
parties are in agreement in principle, agreeing in principle is
one thing and getting something that everybody will vote for 1is
yet another. I think that we need time because this is a very
serious matter. I think we need time to, every one of us, look
and read and ponder to see if this is the type of legislation we
want to send forward. I think that if we lay this over until
the 18th, which is the next business day after the end of this
week, that will give us an opportunity to do so. I think it is
the wise thing to do because we are dealing (a) in large sums of
money, we are dealing in the rights of municipalities, and we"re
dealing also in the rights of private enterprise, which 1is

Kinder Morgan. I think we want to do it right and I think we
want to get it right, and 1 don"t think that we should Wait
until Select Fileto do it. 1 think we should send forward a
bill to Select File thatwe canpass, and we can pass in
comfort. I believe, from what 1 have been told, that there's
enough votes to kill this bill if it"s not in good condition. 1

can vote for a bill where everyone agrees,including LB 384 as
amended, but I don"t think we should wait until some time in the
future to get it right. We don"t know what the pressure will be
at the time when it comes up on Select, and | think this thing
deserves mature consideration and that is the purpose of this
motion to bracket, to set it forward untilsuch a time as we
have given it the mature consideration that itneeds. And I ask
that you support this motion to bracket. Thank you.
